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See a Plane? Smile

Have you noticed a small 
plane repeatedly circling over 
Greenbelt in recent weeks? 
Have you wondered what it is 
doing? Keep reading and these 
questions will be answered. 

Twice in the past few weeks 
Dan Macy and Matt Elliott of 
the Greenbelt Internet Access 
Cooperative (GIAC) have gone 
into the wild blue yonder to 
make aerial. photographs of 
Greenbelt. These photos were 
made for display on the group’s 
home page on the World Wide 
Web (GREENBELT.COM). 
The idea of making such photos 
originally started as a joke by 
Elliott, who holds a private 
pilot’s license, at a meeting of 
the GIAC Board of Directors. 
When Macy indicated an inter- 
est in working the shutter while 
Elliott flew, the joke ended and 
planning began. 

Their first expedition oc- 
curred during the afternoon of 
Saturday, November 23. Macy 
borrowed a Hasselblad medium 
format camera for this trip. 
Unfortunately, some of the pho- 
tos were ruined when the photo 
processing lab’s machine 
jammed while processing the 
film. However, some of the 
photos were not damaged, and 
one of them is now on display 
on GREENBELT.COM’s home 
page. 

After the first trip, Elliott 
was asked by his friend Julie 
McCullough if she could get 
some slides from their photos. 
McCullough is the assistant di- 
rectar of the upcoming 
Greenbelt Arts Center produc- 


tion “Maryland Special Project 


#1: The Greenbelt Story.” It 
was her desire to use the slides 
in the production. Since the 
original photos were made with 
print film, it would have been 


an expensive proposition to 
make slides from them. For 
this reason, and the fact that 
many of the original photos 
were ruined by the processing 
lab, a second. flight was 


planned. 


Second Flight 

After one attempt was can- 
celed due to inclement weather, 
the second flight occurred dur- 
ing the morning of Sunday, De- 
cember 22. This time Macy 
used two 35mm cameras: one 
with slide film and one with 
print film. The day was gener- 
ally cloudy, but the flyers were 
fortunate to find-a hole in the 
clouds above Greenbelt. Sev- 
eral photos of both sorts were 
made before the flight was 
ended early to allow the flyers 
to return to the airport before 


the approaching clouds closed © 


the airport. 

The photos from the second 
expedition came out well, and 
will prove useful for both pur- 
poses.
